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ABSTRACT 

This report is concerned with the enrollment of 
children 3 to 5 years old in organized educational programs. The data 
are based upon information collected by the U.S. Bureau of the Census 
in its October 1971 Current Population Survey. This survey covers a 
sample of 50,000 households distributed over 449 areas comprising 863 
counties and independent cities, with coverage in all 50 states and 
the District of coltmbia. The estimating procedure used involves the 
inflation of weighted sample results to independent estimates of the 
civilian noninstitutional population of the Unites states by age, 
sex, and race.

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FOREWORD

those children living in an atmosphere characterized by poverty. 
It is widely held that through participation in such early educa- 
tional programs, children are prepared socially, intellectually, 
and psychologically to be receptive to the experiences they ^*ill 
encounter later in school, with the chances of realizing their 
full potential thereby increased. 

This report is one in a continuing^ annual series issued by the 
U.S. Office of Education on preprimary enrollment of children 3 
to 5 years old. Dat:: in this report are analyzed by selected 
socioeconomic factors in order to make available information on 
the characteristics of children participating in preprimary pro- 
grams. It is hoped that this publication will prove useful to all 
interested in the field of early childhood education, particularly 
to those involved in planning preprimary programs and facil^ les.

INTHDDUCTION 



During the paat decade^ increasing emphasis has been placed on introducing 
children to foriFalised education befire the traditional age of six. Experi* 
ences during these early years of a chxld*s development are crucial in deter- 
mining hia later success In school. Research has shown that intensive Intel- 
lect^ual stimulation in an organized educational environment reflects on the 
la;:er learning abilities of children 3 to S years old. Such early educational 
experiences have been found to be critical among children growing up In an 
atffiOsphere of poverty. Such children are in particular need of preparation 
for entry into primary-level schooling. Preprimary education assists these 
children not only by introducing them to the modes of social behavior that 
will be expected In later learning situations but also by preparing them to 
be receptive to the new concepts they will encounter and^ frequently^ by in* 
soring that they receive proper nutrition so that the very basic physical 
de&ands of attending school can be met. 

As a result of the greater stress placed on early learning experiences by 
educators^ enrollment in preprimary programs has been increasing. The U. S. 
Office of Education pid>lishes an an^nual report analyzing the enrollment rf 
children 3 to S years old by various socioeconomic factors » thus making 
available information on total enrollment in preprlnkary programs and infor- 
mation on the types of children benefiting from these ptograms. 

Timely and accurate data are needed by educational researchers and adminis- 
trators in thi3 area and are also of interest to the general public as a 
source of basic infomkation. 

SOURCE AND RELIABILITY OF THE DATA 

This report is concerned with the enrollment of children 3 to 5 years old In 
organized educational programs. Participation of children in programs offer- 
ing essentially custodial care is excluded from the report. The data are 
based upon Information collected by the U. S. Bureau of the Census in its 
October 1971 Current Population Survey. This survey covers a sample of 
SO^OOO households distributed over 449 areas comprising 863 counties and 
independent cities » with coverage in all SO States and the District of 
Columbia. 

The estimating procedure used In this survey involves the inflation of 
veigjited sample results to independent estimates of the civilian ncninstitu* 
tional population of the United States by age^ sex^ and race. Since the 
figures shown in this report are based on sample data^ they may differ from 
figures that might have been obtained from a complete census. Tables of 
standard errors included in the appendix give an indication of the degree of 
sampling variability. The reader la cautioned that sampling variation may 
be relatively large where the numbers shown are small. 

Individual figures are rounded to the nearest thousand without being adjusted 
to group totals^ which are independently rounded. Hence^ detail may not add 
to totals. 



ANALYSIS OF THE uCTOBER 1971 DAiA 

Since 1964» when the Office of Education first began publishing statistics on 
the enrollment of children 3 to 5 years old in preprlmary programs^ the popu- 
lation of this age group has decreased by almost 1*9 million* Simultaneously » 
the total number of enrolled 3- to S-year-olds has increased by about 1 mil- 
lion* la October 1971, 39*1 percent (4*1 million) of the children 3 to 5 
years old were enrolled in preprimary programs; in 1964» 25.5 percent (3*2 
million) of the children in this age group were enrolled* 

In 1971 there were 10»610»000 children 3 to 5 years old» with 4»148»000 of 
them enrolled in preprimary programs* By age» 73.7 percent of the Nation's 
5-year-olds, 2:)*8 percent of the 4-year-olds, and 12.4 percent of the 3^ear- 
olds were enrolled at this level. (Of the enrolled 5-year-olds, 97.4 percent 
attended kindergarten. Children 3 and 4 years old tended to be enrolled at 
the prekindergarten level, with 67.8 percent there.) 

Kindergarten enrollment was substantially higgler than prekindergarten — 
3,086,000 and 1,062,000, respectively. Age is one of the important factors 
la this difference. It should be noted that a much higgler percentage of the 
5-year-olds than 3- and 4-year-olds were enrolled and that 5-year-olds 
accounted for 84.2 percent of all kindergarten enrollment. 

Since 1964, enrollment of 3- and 4-year-olds has increased more rapidly than 
that of 5^ear-olds. In 1964, 3- and 4^ear-olds represented 25.0 percent of 
the total enrollment; in 1971, 35.6 percent.

While enrollment of children 3 to S years old was basically in preprlmary 
programs, an additional 10.7 percent of the S-year-old population was en- 
rolled at the primary level of echool in 1971 (387,000 children). Primary- 
levc:l enrollment of S-^ear-olds 19 a factor of State attendance laws. A 
number of States permit children whose sixth birthday occurs after the begin- 
ning of the fall term (some as late as January) to enroll in primary pro* 
grams.V Other States require that the sixth birthday be reached before the 
beginning of the fall term, resulting in the enrollment of 181,000 6-year- 
olds in preprimary programs. Table 1 summarizes the enrollment of children 
3 to 6 years old. This table is supplemented by tables 12 and 13, showing 
the enrollments respectively of 6-year-olds in preprimary programs and 
S-year-olds in primary programs. 

R ace 

As shown in table 2, enrollment rates in preprimary programs differ appre- 
ciably by race only when race is viewed in conJ*jtnction with other factors. 
For example, little appreciable difference is seen between overall enrollment 
rates of white 3- to S^ear-olds and those of other races (39.4 percent and 
37.5 percent, respectively). The percent difference between enrollment rates 
of these two groups has remained fairly stable since 1964. But a more 
noticeable difference in enrollment rates occurred between white and Negro 
S-year-olds in 1971 (75.2 percent for whites; 65.3 percent for Negroes). 

Control 

In October 1971^68.6 percent of the children in preprimary programs were 
attending programs operated under public control. The remaining 31.4 percent 
of the enrollment was in progranis supported and operated by other than public 
funds (nonpublic). 

Publicly controlled programs are shown to be of particular importance at the 
kindergarten level, since four-fifths of all children enrolled in kindergarten 
were attending public schools. On the other hand, over two-thirds of the 
children in prekindergarten were attending nonpublic programs. It should be 
noted that among enrolled Negro 3- to 5-year^lds the majority of enrollment 
was in public programs at both the prekindergarten and kindergarten levels, as 
indicated in the figure that follows. 

Region 

Among regions of the United States ,2,/ the South had the lowest enrollment 
rate among 3- to 5-year-olds (33.1 percent). This characteristic of the 
South derives from the lack of public kindergarten programs and is also

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reflected in the low enrollment of S-year-olds in that region (55.6 percent 
in October 1971). The three remaining regions all showed approximately equal 
enrollment rates: 42.1 percent in the North Central) 42.2 percent in the 
West, and 41.0 percent in the Northeast (table 3). Although enrollment in 
the South was below that of the other regions it showed a greater increase in 
the percent of children enrolled between 1970 and 1971 than did the other 
three regions, rising from 28.3 percent to 33.1 percent of the 3- to 5-year- 
old population. Enrollment of children 3 to 5 years old decreased slightly 
in the Northeast and West r^ions between 1970 and 1971. 

Rftstdence 

In this study, metropolitan areas are the same as standard metropolitan 
statistical areas (SHSA*s).i/ Enrollment rates in preprimary programs were 
higgler In metropolitan areas than in nonmetropolitan areas. Table 4 shows 
little difference between the enrollment rates within central cities and out- 
side of central cities of metropolitan areas (43.7 percent and 44.2 percent, 
respectively). As with the South, the lower rate of enrollment in nonmetro- 
politan areas is most likely attributable to the lower incidence of pid>lic 
preprimary programs in these areas than in metropolitan areas. 

In SHSA*s with populations over 250,000, 14.3 percent of the 3- to 5-year- 
olds were residing in poverty areas.!/ Of these children, 38.8 percent were

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enrolled in preprlmary programs^ a figure lover than the 45*1 percent enroll- 
ment rate for nonpoverty areas (table 9)* This same pattern *iolds for White 
children enrolled In preprimary programs^ but not for Negro children* Among 
Negro 3- to S^rear-olds there was no appreciable difference between enroll* 
ment rates of children livlx^ In poverty and nonpoverty areas (42*5 percent 
and 41*9 percent^ respectively)* 

Paaily Income 

Table 5 shows that overall enrollment rates of 3- to S-year-olds do not vary 
algnificantly among children of families with annual incomes of leas than 
$7tS0O* Sllgjitly more than 30 percent of theae children were earclled at the 
pr^rlmary level* Among families in the Income category of $7tS00 to $9»999» 
37*0 percent of the 3- to 5-year-olds were enrolled; In the $10tOOO*and- 
above category t 49*1 percent* 

Enrollment rates of 3- to S-year-olds were higher among Negro children than 
among white children in all family Income categories below $10^000* Within 
the category of $10»000-and-abovet a greater percentage of white than Negro 
children were attending preprlmary programs*

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Occupation and Education of Hctaehold Head 



When enrollment of children 3 to 5 years old is analyzed by occupation of 
hotisehold head it bec(nses apparent that early childhood education receives 
the greatest emphasis in white*^ollar homes^ with 47#2 percent of the chil- 
dren In such hones enrolled in preprlmary programs in October 1971 (table 6). 
Preprimary enrollment was lowest in families engaged in farming occupations 
(24.5 percent). This is accounted for largely by the low Incidence of pre- 
primary programs in rural areas^ The data show about equal emphasis being 
placed on preprlmary education In families vhere the household head is not 
employed or not in the labor force or is employed In a manual/service 
occupation. 

Hig^ enrollment ratea among children where the household head is uaetaployed 
seem to indicate that more families with working mothers are placing their 
children In an educationally structured environment than in previous years 
In preference to leaving child care to individual relatives and neijjibors 
(table 14) » This is also substantiated by the hig^ proportion of full-ilay 
enrollment in preklndergarten programs in poverty areas (25.9 percent).

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In the pastt data collected in this series of surveys had shown Negro 3- and 
4*^ear-old8 to be enrolled at a greater rate than white children of the same 
agest with little regard to the occupation of the houaehold head. However » 
in October 1971 these positions were reversed for those families in which the 



head of the household was employed In a white-collar occupation^ Among 
S^ear-oldSy however^ Negro enrollment remained lower than white 'enrollment 
regardless of the occupation of the household head. 

With each higgler level of education achieved by the household head» the 
chance that a child 3 to 5 years old vould be enrolled in a preprimary pro- 
gram increased* In families where the household head completed 0 to 8 years 
of elementary school^ only 28^8 percent of the 3- to 5-year*olds were enrol- 
led in prekindergarten or kindergarten (table 7)» Of the children in house- 
holds where the head had completed 4 or more years of college, 54*3 percent 
were attending preprimary programs in October 1971» 

Full-Psy and Part-Ps7 Attendance 

When viwed as a whole» most children enrolled in preprimary programs were 
attending school part of the day (82^6 percent)^ Hovever» age and race are 
important factors affecting the proportion of full^ay to part^day atten- 
dance^ As the age of a child increases^ the chance that he will be enrolled 
in a full-day aession decreaaea (table 8)» Bnrollment rates in full^ay pro- 
grams were also higher for Negro than for white children* 

Among 3-year-olds » 71,0 percent of the enrolled Negro children were attending 
full-day programs^ compared with only 28*3 percent of the enrolled white 
children of the same age» Of children 4 years old» 42*5 percent of the Negro 
and 16,3 percent of the white enrollees were in full-day sessions^ Among 
5-year-olds, 31*9 percent of the Negro children enrolled in preprimary pro- 
grams were in full-day atte'\dance» while only 9*9 percent of the white chil- 
dren were attending full days. 

Area of residence is also related to the amount of time a child spends dally 
in a preprimary program (table 10) » particularly for 3-year-olds In poverty 
areasL'j 60*0 percent of these children attended school full days* Among 
Negro children^ area of residence^ whether poverty or nonpoverty, does not 
appear to be a specific factor in determining if preprimary enrollment will 
be in a partway or full-day sesaion* But for white chlld«:en it does appear 
to be relevant} 22*7 percent of the white children in poverty areas were 
enrolled in full-day programs^ while only IKO percent of the white children 
in nonpoverty areas were attending such programs* Total full-day enrollment 
for Negro children In poverty and nonpoverty areas was 27*5 and 28*0 percent^ 
respectively.

DEFINITIONS AMD E5CPIAHATI0NS 



Population Coverage^ The data presented in this report relate to the non* 
ittStitutioQal population in the 50 States and the District of Columbia* MoBt 
tables cover the 3* to S'-year-old population^ Bome tables also include 
6-year*olds» 

*Age^ Hie age classification is based on the age of the person at his last 
birthday. 

Race, The term *'race" refers to the division of the population into two 
groups: 'Hrfiite" and "other" (which includes Negroes^ Indians^ Japanese^ 
Chinese^ and others). In this report^ Negroes have also been shown 
independently, 

Pritnary, The primary level is a distinct organization within an elementary 
school for pupils in the primary grades» usually equivalent to grades 1 
through 3, 

Preprlmary, The preprimary level Ifl intended only for beginning groups of 
children during the year or years preceding the primary level. In this 
report^ preprimary level la defined as including prekindergarten and kinder- 
garten programs, 

Preprimary programs, A preprimary program is defined as & set of organized 
educational experiences intended for children attending prekindergarten and 
kindergarten classes, Soch a program may be offered by a public or nonpid>lic 
school or by some other agency. Children enrolled in *'Head Start'' programs 
ate counted under prekindergarten or kindergarten as appropriate. Institu- 
tions which offer essentially custodial care are not included, 

*Public or n% nptd>lic schooli In this report^ a pid>lic school is defined as 
any educational institution operated by publicly elected or appointed school 
officials and supported by pid>lic funds. Nonpublic schools include education^ 
al institutions established and operated by religious groups» as well as 
those which are under other private control, 

Part-day and full-day attendance.,. Part-day attendance refers to those who 
attend either in the morning or in th** afternoon^ but not both. Full-day 
attendance refers to those ^o attend both in the morning snd afternoon.

*Famlly > The term **fam±ly,'* as used here, refers to a group of two or more 
persons related by blood, marriage, or adoption ^nd residipg together; all 
such persons are considered as members of one farjily. 

^Family income. Income as defined In this report represents the combined 
total money incotae of the family before deductions for personal taxes. 
Social Securit?, bonds, etc. It is the algebraic stim of money wages and 
salaries, net income from self-employment, and income other than earnings 
received by all family members during the 12 months prior to the survey. 

*Head of houaehold. The household head Is the person designated as such by 
the respondent for the household, regardless of whether he is related to 
other household members by blood, marriage, or adoption. "No household 
head** refers to families in which the household head Is a member of the Armed 
Forces, not residing at home. 

*Hetropolitan*nonmetro poll tan residence (Standard Metropolitan Statistical 
Areas) . The population residing In Standard Hetropolitan Statistical Areas 
(SHSA*s) constitutes the metropolitan population. Except In New England, an 
SMSA is a count? or group of contiguous counties which contains at least one 
city of 50,000 inhabitants or more, or "twin cities" with a combined popula- 
tion of at least 50,000. In addition to the county or counties containing 
such a city or cities, contiguous counties are Included in an SHSA if » 
according to certain criteria, they £re essentially metropolitan in character 
and are socially and economically integrated with the central city. In New 
England, SHSA*s consist of towns and cities, rather than counties. The 
metropolitan population in this report Is based on SMSA*s as defined in the 
1960 ce:isus and does not include any subsequent additions or changes. 

^Poverty areas. Poverty areas were determined by first ranklx^ census tracts 
in SMSA*s of 250,000 or mare according to the relative presence (as reported 
in the i960 census) of each of five equally weighted poverty*linked char- 
acteristics, and then cofibinlng these rankings into an overall measure termed 
a **poverty index.** The five socioeconomic characteristics used to construct 
this ;orarty index were: 

1. Percent of families with money incomes under $3,000 in 1959. 

2. Percent of children under 18 years old not living with both parents. 

3. Percent of males 25 yeara old and over with less than 8 yeara of 
school completed . 

4. Percent of unskilled males (laborers and service workers) in the 
employed civilian labor force. 

5. Percent of housing units dilapidated or lacking some or all plumbing 
facilities.

SAMPUNS RELIABILITT 

Because the figures In this report sre estimates derived froa a aample* they 
are subject to sampling variability. As a guide to users of the dsta* 
spproxlnate standard errors for estimates fnm the survey sre presented in 
tsbles A snd B. 

The stsndsrd error Is s measure of sampling vsrlsblllty such that the chsnces 
sre sbout 2 out of 3 that the difference between an estimate and the figure 
that would have been obtained froa a complete census of the population would 
be leas than the limit of error specified in the tsbles. The chances are 
about 19 In 20 that the difference would be less than twice the stsndsrd 
error shown. The stsndsrd error does not reflect response blsses or system- 
Stic errors In the data such ss would be sppllcsble even If there were 
complete coversge of the popuXstlon. 

For estimates of numbers* the measures of sampling variability shown In 
tsble A may be used as s guide In analyzing the data In this report. For 
percentages derived for various popnlstlon groups* the measures of sampling 
variability shown In table B may be used as s guide. Percentages derived 
from s Isrger base than shown will be subject to smaller relstlve errors.

As an example of the use of these tables^ consider the estimated nuniber of 
3-year^ld children who are enrolled in prekindergarten. This estimate is 
given in table 1 as 381^000. An approximate standard error for this estimate 
can be obtained from table A as follows. The estimated number 381^000 falls 
approximately 52 percent of the distance between z50»000 and S00»000 in 
table A. Fifty- two percent of the difference between 21,000 and 29,000 is 
4»200. This latter figure added to 21»000 yields a standard error of 
approximately 2S»000. As shown in table 1» an estimated 11.0 percent of 
3-year*old children are enrolled in prekindergarten. The base for this 
percentage is 3»466»000. An approximate standard error for the estimated 
percentage can be obtained from table B by a two^ay interpolation process 
similar to that illustrated for table A. 

Moninterview and Nonresponse 

For various reasons interviewers were unable to contact about 5 percent of 
the sample households in the monthly Current Population Survey; adjustip'^nts 
were made by the Bureau of the Census by inflating for total nonintervlew. 
Nonresponse to items on school enrollment was very slight. Adjustments for 
nonresponse were made by allocating enrollment status on the basis of the 
last person encountered of the same age» sex» and race. The bias reflected 
in the data in this report as a result of these adjustments is thought to be 
minimal.
